For  our  fundraiser  held  during  the  Association 
of  Moving  Image  Archivists'  annual  conference, 
MARMIA  AV  Tech/Mixologist  Eddy  Colloton 
concocted  some  amazing  thematic  cocktails 
and  of  course  shared  the  recipes  in  open  source  fashion  to  his  website.  Here  is  our 
CEO's  favorite,  the  Vinegar  Syndrome! 

Acetate  film  base  degradation  results  in  the  inevitable  degradation  of 
film,  resulting  in  shrinkage,  embrittlement,  and,  most  commonly,  the 
strong  odor  of  vinegar.  To  pay  homage  to  this  oft-discussed  symptom 
of  film  decomposition,  I  made  an  apple  cider  vinegar  shrub  and  paired 
it  with  local  distillery  Baltimore  Spirits  Co.'s  lovely,  grain-forward,  Shot 
Tower  Gin. 


1/4  oz  lemon  juice 
1/4  oz  Dolin  blanc  vermouth 
1/2  oz  Spiced  Cranberry  Shrub 
1  1/2  oz  Baltimore  Spirits  Co.  Shot  Tower  Gin 
1 1/2  oz  Club  Soda 

Combine  all  ingredients  except  the  club  soda  in  a  cocktail  shaker, 
shake  with  ice,  strain  into  a  glass  with  ice,  then  top  with  club  soda. 

To  make  Spiced  Cranberry  Shrub,  combine  1  cup  of  cranberry  juice, 

2  cups  of  maple  syrup,  3  cinnamon  sticks,  1  star  anise,  and  a  pinch  of 
whole  cloves  (careful  with  clove,  a  little  goes  a  long  way)  in  a  pan  on 
low  heat.  Stir  till  mixed  thoroughly.  Add  3/4  cup  of  apple  cider  vinegar. 
Bottle  and  store  (keeps  for  a  long  time).
